More school children than ever be­ 
fore in the history of the state are 
to be examined for possible physical 
defect* during the 
coming 
school 
year, according to returns just com­ 
pleted in the office of Dr. Samuel G. 
Dixon, State Health Commissioner 
The records show that 
only 79 
districts have 
voted against school 
medical inspection this year. 
Whet! 
the law first went into effect, in HUL 
there were 1617 districts which did 
not take advantage of the 
state’* 
offer to examine their school child­ 
ren free of expense. 
Each year the 
number of districts decreased, aud 
this year it fell below one hundred 
for the first time, setting a new fig­ 
ure. 
Figures recently completed for the 
la st year available show that 485,- 
337 school children were examined 
during the school term 
O f these, 
369,791 (76.2 per cent) 
were found 
defective iii curious ways. 
The de­ 
partment notifies parents of the de­ 
fect* of their children and gets a re­ 
port from the teachers as to wheth­ 
er these defects have been treated. 
In the cases of 63,797 pupils the 
report came back to the Health De­ 
partment that they 
had been im­ 
proved by such treatment.
